A third Halifax police officer files human rights complaint

A veteran Halifax Regional 
Police officer claims he has 
been passed over for pro¬ 
motions because of his 
skin colour despite having 
the skills necessary for the 
positions he pursued. 

Const. Charles Bruce, an 
African Nova Scotian who 
has spent 16 years protect¬ 
ing citizens, announced 
yesterday he has filed a hu¬ 
man rights complaint 
against both the local po¬ 
lice force and the munici¬ 
pality. 

He joins Sgt. Robyn 
Atwell and former police 
officer Lewis Cain in filing 
complaints with the Nova 
Scotia Human Rights Com¬ 
mission based on race. 

All three allege that sys¬ 
temic racism continues to 
poison Halifax Regional 
Police. 

“It’s not all great within 
the police department,” 
Bruce, who received HRP’s 
investigator of the year 
award in 2001, told a room 
full of reporters at the Hali¬ 
fax North Memorial Public 
Libraiy on Gottingen 
Street. 

Bruce said he felt “sin¬ 
gled out” when he was 
forced to move from the 
force’s drug unit, a job he 
enjoyed, to the major 
crime division, while 
white officers with less ex¬ 
perience were allowed to 
stay behind. 

He said he later applied 
to both the K9 division and 
the SWAT team, but was 
again turned down in 
favour of junior officers. 

“What we’re asking for 
folks, is a level playing 


field,” he said, explaining 
the most qualified person 
should get the position re¬ 
gardless of race, gender or 
age. 

Bruce said he feels vio¬ 
lence is happening within 


the police department, 
pointing to an instance 
when a supervisor kicked 
out his chair, propelling 
him forward into the table. 
“It was a sheer humilia¬ 
tion.” 


Halifax lawyer Rocky 
Jones said yesterday it has 
taken incredible courage 
for Bruce, Atwell and Cain 
to come forward with their 
stories of discrimination. 

“There is something ex¬ 
tremely wrong in the Hali¬ 
fax police department, and 
in Halifax in general,” 
Jones said. “We, of course, 
need a safer city and it’s 
not going to be safe if our 
police officers, who are 
protecting us, are them¬ 
selves saying ‘we’re the vic¬ 
tims of racism.’” 


HRP keep quiet 
on racism claims 

city Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice aren’t commenting on 
yesterday’s allegations of 
racism. 

Police spokesman Con¬ 
st. Brian Palmeter said 
the force’s policy is to 
work solely through the 
Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion’s process. 

“We aren’t prepared to 
play this out in the me¬ 
dia,” he said. “We’re go¬ 
ing to work (through) the 
process in place that is 
designed to deal with 
such complaints.” 

Palmeter said the po¬ 
lice force has filed an offi¬ 
cial response to the hu¬ 
man rights complaints 
and is waiting to see what 
happens next. 

The HRP had to change 
their policies on race rela¬ 
tions training after North 
Preston heavyweight box¬ 
er Kirk Johnson won a 
human rights complaint 
against the force in 2003. 
The force had to pay 
Johnson, who is black, 
$10,000 in damages after 
he alleged he was pulled 
over 29 times in 11 
months and had his car 
improperly impounded. 

The force was ordered 
to review its anti-racism 
policies. Halifax Regional 
Municipality Mayor Peter 
Kelly said yesterday at 
city hall “there’s always 
concern” when allega¬ 
tions are raised, but said 
the Human Rights Com¬ 
mission has to deal with 
the complaints before the 
municipality can re¬ 
spond.

It was a debate without 
much debate. 

The second and final 
election leaders’ debate 
took place yesterday in 
Baddeck. The three main 
party leaders took a wide 
range of questions from 
Nova Scotians, but because 
of the restrictive format, 
couldn’t really interact 
with each other. 

Instead they each had one 
chance to speak per ques¬ 
tion, and then moved on. 
The candidates were clearly 
all tiying for the same de¬ 
meanour — calm, cool and 
collected. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald stood from his chair and 
walked a couple steps for¬ 
ward each time he spoke, 
while NDP Leader Darrell 
Dexter and Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil remained 
seated when talking. 

The leaders spent most of 
the debate outlining differ¬ 
ent parts of their platforms, 
while fitting in some mild 
swipes at each other. 

There was one breach of 
rules when Dexter made a 
comment about how all 
three parties initially voted 


for gas regulation. McNeil, 
who wants to repeal legis¬ 
lation, tried to interject 
that the statement was 
misleading. 

CBC debate host Norma 
Lee MacLeod shut him 
down. 

“There was an amend¬ 
ment to that legislation,” 
McNeil said to Dexter. 

“On a point of order, I’m 
sony, the rules do not allow 


this,” MacLeod interrupted. 

“When it’s inaccurate...” 
McNeil began. 

“In your closing state¬ 
ment you can have time to 
correct,” she said. 

CBC flexed its technologi¬ 
cal might by allowing ques¬ 
tions via Twitter, Facebook, 
email and video uplink. 

One Twitter question 
turned the tables on the 
leaders by asking them to 


say something nice about 
their opponents. After some 
laughter about filibuster¬ 
ing, they praised each oth¬ 
ers’ commitments to public 
service, but the premier got 
a light-hearted swipe in. 

“One of the things I think 
they do a tremendous job at 
is being critics,” MacDonald 
said. “And I’d like to make 
sure they have that opportu¬ 
nity for a veiy long time.” 


Chamber questions parties on economic issues 


Tax credits and spending 
cuts are some of the major 
political parties’ top priori¬ 
ties for dealing with the 
economy, according to a re¬ 
lease yesterday from the Hal¬ 
ifax Chamber of Commerce. 

The Liberals, NDP and 
Progressive Conservatives 
each responded to a ques¬ 
tionnaire sent out to them 
by the chamber, explaining 
their stance on six local eco¬ 
nomic issues. 


When asked to rank four 
policy options for dealing 
with falling provincial rev¬ 
enues, both the Tories and 
NDP chose cuts to “depart¬ 
mental spending” as their 
primary strategy. The NDP 
said these cuts would in¬ 
clude shrinking the provin¬ 
cial cabinet from 18 minis¬ 
ters to 12. 

The Liberals opted for a 
fifth option, saying they 
would “create economic 


growth and grow the tax 
base.” 

On the topic of economic 
stimulus, both the Liberals 
and NDP promised major 
tax cuts aimed at small busi¬ 
ness and the home con¬ 
struction industry, respec¬ 
tively. The Liberals also said 
they would introduce mi¬ 
cro-credit loans for small 
businesses looking to grow. 

The Tories pledged to put 
$1.9 billion into infrastruc¬ 


ture and “green energy proj¬ 
ects” across the province. 

The other issues in the 
questionnaire were each 
party’s stance on provincial 
debt levels, their strategies 
for controlling health care 
costs, their proposed 
changes to the tax system, 
and whether each party 
would support an “amalga¬ 
mated transportation au¬ 
thority” for Halifax. 
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Firefighters meet to address concerns, map out solutions 


Tom Bremner, president of 
the Fire Service Association 
of Nova Scotia, looks to the 
future and sees Nova Scotia 
firefighters trained to a 
minimum standard, fund¬ 
ing for infrastructure and a 
provincial office to advocate 
on its behalf. 

Bremner said changes are 
critically needed. He hopes 
the first step was taken Sun¬ 
day in Bible Hill in what he 
called a “historic” meeting 


with 177 members, repre¬ 
senting 98 fire departments 
from across the province. 
The meeting is the first time 
that many firefighters had a 
chance to get together to 
voice their concerns and 
plot a map for transforming 
the province’s fire services. 

The fire service, said Bible 
Hill Chief Dwane Mellish, is 
the third side of the emer¬ 
gency service triangle with 
police and paramedics.

Bremner said while some 
fire services are holding 
their own, others are falling 
behind, unable to keep up 
with the many demands on 
a dwindling volunteer base.

“For God’s sake when we 
can’t even afford to send our 
people for training because 
there’s not enough money, 
what are we doing?”

Nova Scotia’s chief elec¬ 
toral officer will look into 
union donations made to 
the NDP to examine 
whether they violated elec¬ 
tion finance laws.

City to analyze plant 

Forensics team to investigate sewage facility's failure: Mayor

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Halifax Regional Water 
Commission has hired a 
forensics team to find out 
where the city’s new 
sewage treatment system 
went wrong, an analysis 
that could cost more than 
$400,000, Mayor Peter 
Kelly said yesterday. 

But he said HRM hopes 
taxpayers won’t be doling 
out any dough, as the city 
is claiming the costs under 
its insurance plan for the 
$ 54-million wastewater fa¬ 
cility, which opened in Feb¬ 
ruary 2008 and shut down 
last January because of a 
flood. 

The plant suffered anoth¬ 
er recent setback, as it was 
discovered last week the 
water commission has 
started to remove screens 
from sewage outfalls. And 
that means condoms, tam¬ 
pons and other untreated 
“floatables” are flowing 
back into Halifax Harbour. 

“We are going to claim 
for any element that we 
can,” the mayor said at city 
hall, following a closed 
door meeting about the 
sewage situation. 

But Kelly couldn’t tell re¬ 
porters what was discussed 
during the in-camera coun¬ 


cil session, which ate up a 
large chunk of the after¬ 
noon. “The reason why it 
was (in-camera) was be¬ 
cause of legal elements of 
discussion.” 

He said the forensics 
company should determine 
what caused the break¬ 
down within two weeks. 
Not even city officials know 
how the harbour mishap 
happened, he said. 

In the meantime, he said 


the municipality is doing 
its “due diligence” by look¬ 
ing at any alternative ways 
to stop solid waste from en¬ 
tering Halifax waters, and 
plans to meet with its in¬ 
surance company within a 
week. 

Also yesterday, city coun¬ 
cillors voted to defer de¬ 
bate over HRMByDesign for 
two weeks. Coun. Jerry Blu- 
menthal, who represents 
Halifax North End, made 


the motion but not every 
councillor was in favour of 
rescheduling discussion 
about the proposed urban 
blueprint. 

“I opposed that,” Coun. 
Debbie Hum of Roclcing- 
ham-Wentworth told re¬ 
porters outside council 
chambers. “There have 
been members of public 
here all afternoon, waiting, 
and I thought it was very 
unfair.”

Alberta school boards ‘on edge' over law: Group 


The passage of a heavily 
debated human rights law 
meant to allow Alberta 
parents to limit what their 
children are taught about 
sex, religion and sexual 
orientation has left teach¬ 
ers with more questions 
than answers, says the 
head of a group represent¬ 
ing the province’s school 
boards. 

Alberta School Boards As¬ 
sociation president Heather 
Welwood said teachers 
across the province are 
bracing for the backlash 
over Bill 44, which was 
passed yesterday. 

“It’s going to take awhile 
before we understand the 
implications and what’s re¬ 
quired,” she said. “It won’t 
be business as usual. It’s go¬ 
ing to take dollars to put 
those things in place.” 

Culture Minister Lindsay 
Blackett said he will be in 
close contact with teachers’

school boards to “quell any 
misconceptions that may 
have been created” during 
the debates. Amendments 
to the bill exempt off-the- 
cuff controversial conversa¬ 
tions between students and 
teachers, though Welwood 
predicts impromptu chats 
could become subject for 
human rights complaints. 

Teachers won’t stray from 
status quo with lessons un¬ 
til details about Bill 44 are 
drafted, she said, which 
could take up to three years. 

“It has the school board 
on edge until we know 
what we’re dealing with,” 
Welwood said. 

Though in-class discus¬ 


sions of same-sex relation¬ 
ships and religion are now 
optional by law, Welwood 
wants parents to work with 
their child’s school before 
filing a human rights com¬ 
plaint if they feel ill-in- 
formed. 

“We want parents to 
know their first stop is still 
the school,” she said. 

Blackett suggested the Al¬ 
berta Human Rights Com¬ 
mission may work with the 
school boards to implement 
a plan they “will feel com¬ 
fortable with to ensure 
there will be no cases 
brought up” to the commis¬ 
sion. 

“We in Alberta believe in 
family values, and the fami¬ 
ly is at the core of what 
makes a great community,” 
said Blackett, who added he 
expects to see no com¬ 
plaints about teachers filed 
to the commission.

Plane debris found 

All 228 passengers aboard thought to be dead 


Brazilian military planes 
have found the wreckage 
of an Air France jet that 
crashed in the Atlantic 
Ocean with 228 people on 
board earlier this week, 
the defence minister said 
yesterday. 

Nelson Jobim said there 
was “no doubt” that the 
five-lcilometre strip of 
wreckage was from the 
Airbus A330 that went 
missing early on Monday 
after flying into stormy 
weather. 

“It confirms that the 
plane fell in this area,” Jo¬ 
bim said in Rio de Janeiro, 
from where the plane took 
off on Sunday night for its 
planned route to Paris.

Passengers lost 

• Among the 216 passen¬ 
gers were executives from 
major companies that have 
ramped up investments in 
Brazil in recent years and 
European tourists as well 
as seven children and one 
baby. 

Brazilian air force pilots 
earlier yesterday included 
plane seats, an orange 
buoy, metallic objects and 
fuel stains in the water 
about 1,200 kilometres 
northeast of the Brazilian 
coastal city of Recife. 

Jobim said no bodies had 
yet been sighted by mili¬ 
tary pilots who scoured the 


area and that finding the 
“black box” flight data and 
voice recorders that hold 
clues to why the plane 
crashed would be a “ex¬ 
tremely difficult.” 

The chances of finding 
survivors among the 12 
crew and 216 passengers of 
32 different nationalities 
appeared close to zero, 
meaning it would be the 
worst disaster in Air 
France’s 75-year history. 

The recorders could be 
on the ocean floor at a 
depth of 2,000 to 3,000 me¬ 
tres. Senior French minis¬ 
ter Jean-Louis Borloo said it 
was “a race against the 
clock” to find them, as 
they only emit signals for 
up to 30 days. reuters

A s I’m about to 
launch into the 
abortion “debate” 
(“melee” is more 
like it) at this late 
date in my life and career, I 
can only conclude I’ve 
learned nothing about 
keeping my mouth shut 
when it’s prudent to do so. 


Still, I’m inspired by 
Barack Obama ... once 
again. The U.S. president, 
who has become something 
of a poster boy for common 
sense, showed his chops 
again recently, accepting an 
invitation to address the 
graduating class at Notre 
Dame — a Catholic univer¬ 
sity and a hotbed of anti¬ 
abortion sentiment. 

What he said made a lot 
of sense, whatever side 
you’re on. “Maybe we won’t 
agree on abortion,” he said. 
“But we can still agree that 
this heart-wrenching deci¬ 
sion for any woman is not 
made casually. It has both a 


moral and a spiritual di¬ 
mension.” 

He went on: “When we 
open our hearts and our 
minds to those who may 
not think or believe what 
we do — that’s when we 
discover at least the possi¬ 
bility of common ground.” 

Wise words. Compassion¬ 
ate words. Civilized words. 
But many of his audience 
had crosses or little infants’ 
feet painted on their mor¬ 
tarboards. Three dozen pro¬ 
testers were carted away for 
trying to disrupt the U.S. 
president’s speech. They 
weren’t interested in com¬ 
mon ground. 


And then, this past Sun¬ 
day, two weeks after Oba¬ 
ma’s address, some guy in 
Kansas shot and killed a 
doctor who performed 
abortions while he was serv¬ 
ing as an usher at his 
church. 

Meanwhile, up here, the 
archbishop of Montreal, 
Cardinal Jean-Claude Tur- 
cotte, resigned from the Or¬ 
der of Canada because Hen¬ 
ry Morgentaler, our most fa¬ 
mous/notorious doctor who 
performed abortions, was 
also honoured. Clearly, re¬ 
signing in a huff is not as ex¬ 
treme as murder, but nei¬ 
ther is an invitation to seek 


common ground. 

What’s interesting about 
so many of these guys is 
that they are guys. Perhaps 
feeling left out because they 
can’t get pregnant, they in¬ 
dulge in righteous rage. 
Convinced that every sperm 
is sacred, that even the 
most rudimentary stages in 
the development of the hu¬ 
man fetus must be protect¬ 
ed, they’re not about to 
pause and allow reason to 
inform the discussion even 
if it leads to the final ab¬ 
surdity: Take life to save life. 

Frankly, I don’t like abor¬ 
tion. But I don’t like the al¬ 
ternative, which is unwant¬ 


ed pregnancy, or backstreet 
butchery. And it seems obvi¬ 
ous: Stem cell research is 
moral light years away from 
late-term abortion. The is¬ 
sue is complex and vexing, 
and I applaud Obama’s at¬ 
tempt to find common 
ground. But in abortion, we 
have an issue that exposes 
civilization as a thin crust 
spread lightly over a 
seething mass of molten 
mayhem. 

Wise words, I fear, are not 
enough.

Borrowing costs on the 
bond market largely influ¬ 
ence consumer rates.

Experts say yields 
are rising because the 
bond market is focusing 
on risk and the future 
prospects for inflation. 

Central banks usually try 
to control inflation by rais¬ 


ing interest rates. The 
Bank of Canada’s 
overnight rate is sitting at 
0.25 per cent, and it has 
signalled plans to hold it 
there well into 2010, de¬ 
pending on inflation. 

The bond market, 
though, sees a risk that in¬ 
terest rates may change 
down the road, said TD 
economist Grant Bishop.

Balsillie dears another hurdle 


coyotes The co-chief exec¬ 
utive officer of BlackBerry 
maker Research in Motion 
Ltd. received U.S. antitrust 
approval to buy the Na¬ 
tional Hockey League’s 
Phoenix Coyotes, U.S. offi¬ 
cials said yesterday. 

Antitrust authorities 
completed their review of 
James Balsillie’s deal for 
the Coyotes without taking 


any action to block it, the 
U.S. Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion said in a notice. 

Balsillie offered to buy 
the money-losing hockey 
team in May when it filed 
for bankruptcy protection, 
but his offer is contingent 
on relocating the Coyotes 
to Ontario. NHL officials 
have said the league is 
committed to keeping the 


team in Phoenix and have 
fought with Coyotes’ own¬ 
er Jerry Moyes over who 
controls the hockey team. 

Balsillie has threatened to 
drop his offer if the team’s 
sale and relocation cannot 
be agreed upon by June 29. 

The Coyotes have not 
made a profit since moving 
to Arizona in 1996.

When the Nissan Murano 
first appeared, it was the 
most futuristic design 
available, especially com¬ 
pared to its competitors* 
boxy SUVs. The Murano of¬ 
fered decent levels of 
equipment, a healthy V6, 
optional all-wheel drive 
and a reasonable ride. 

Fast forward to 2009, 
and the Murano’s up for its 
first makeover. Not much 
has changed in its brief — 
meaning a car-based, five- 
seat crossover — but the 
competition is much 
fiercer than in ’03. Nearly 
every major manufacturer 
has at least one such vehi¬ 
cle in its lineup — and 
sometimes more. The 
question is whether Nis¬ 
san’s evolution is enough 
to keep it relevant. 

Size-wise, the new Mura¬ 
no is within a hair of its 
predecessor, although the 
new design is edgier. Its 
snout is pointier, and the 
sculptured front fenders 
mean it’s difficult to know 
where its corners are. The 
rear follows the general 
themes from the Nissan 
Rogue, and doesn’t match 
the front’s drama. 

The rising beltline, thick 
A-pillars and small rear 
window mean big blind 
spots, although the large 
side mirrors help. 

All Muranos feature Nis¬ 
san’s 3.5-litre V6 with 265 
hp and 248 lb-ft of torque, 
matched with a continually

variable transmission (CVT). 
All-wheel drive is standard 
on every model for ’09. 

Safety features include 
six airbags, ABS with emer¬ 
gency brake force distribu¬ 
tion and brake assist, sta¬ 
bility and traction control, 
and active head restraints 
for the front row. 

Although the Murano S 
starts at $37,648, my tester 
was the loaded $47,498 LE 
— meaning heated mir¬ 
rors, power-adjustable 
heated leather seats, pow¬ 
er tilt/telescoping steering, 
keyless entry and ignition, 
a dual-panel moonroof, 
rearview camera with sev¬ 
en-in display, 11-spealcer 
Bose audio system, Blue¬ 
tooth and more. The navi¬ 
gation system and 9.3GB 
“music server” is a pricey 


All that is 
thrown into one 
of Nissan’s better 
cabin designs. The gauges 
are bright and legible, ma¬ 
jor controls easy to find, 
and better-than-average 
materials, with roomy sec¬ 
ond row and cargo space. 

On the road, the Mura¬ 
no’s habits are merely OK. 
It’s not sporty, with too 
much lean and vague steer¬ 
ing, but the suspension 
thumps over the smallest 
imperfections. There’s a lot 
Nissan could do to improve 
this for future releases. Per¬ 
formance-wise, accelera¬ 
tion is strong and the CVT 
works well enough that 
you never notice it. 

Despite the Murano’s 
many features and styling, 
the problem is its pricing. 
My LE tester’s sticker to¬ 
talled $50,583 before 
freight, PDI and taxes. 

A similar Ford Edge Lim¬ 
ited AWD runs a touch over 
$46,000. Infiniti’s EX35 to¬ 
tals about $48,600 with all 
the bells and whistles. 

That means, other than 
styling and brand loyalty, 
there isn’t anything the 
Murano does outstanding 
enough to make it worthy 
of recommendation.

Solar car kings 

Canadian teams shining on world stage

When it comes to alterna¬ 
tive fuel technologies, so¬ 
lar power usually comes 
up short of hydrogen fuel 
cells or battery-powered 
exotics. Despite our 
unpredictable weather, 
Canada’s place in the 
solar-car kingdom is excel¬ 
lent, with a couple of uni¬ 
versities putting in 
outstanding performances 
not only in North 
America, but against the 
world’s best. 

The University of Water¬ 
loo, located in Canada’s 
technology capital in Water¬ 
loo, Ont., has over 20 years 
of experience in designing, 
building and competing 
with solar-powered race- 
cars. Starting with the inau¬ 
gural General Motors Sun- 
rayce Challenge in 1990, 
the Midnight Sun team is 
the only Canadian solar-car 
team to consistently have 
qualified and raced in every 
North American event. And, 
the team set a Guinness 
World Record in 2004 by 
travelling 15,070 km back 
and forth across the United 
States for 41 straight days, 
the longest single journey 
made by a solar-powered 
vehicle, and more than dou¬ 
ble the previous record. 

Midnight Sun’s co-busi¬ 
ness manager Cody Bryant 
said he was quickly attract¬ 
ed to the program. 

“I had always had a keen 
interest in cars and the op¬ 
portunity to work with such 
a unique project appealed 
greatly to me,” he said. 

The team consists of 30 
core members, with more 
than 200 student volunteers 
participating in the pro¬ 
gram’s two-year cycle. Wa¬ 
terloo is usually the top 
Canadian team during the 
North American Solar Chal¬ 
lenge (NASC) and the World 
Solar Challenge (WSC), held 
every other year in Australia. 

If Waterloo represents 
the Yankees of the Canadi¬ 
an solar-car competitions, 
the University of Calgary 
must be like the Florida 
Marlins: relatively new on 
the scene, but already 
fighting with and beating 
the heavyweights. 

While only having built 
two cars to Waterloo’s 
nine, Calgaiy’s team has 
made their efforts count, 
being the first rookies to 
complete an NASC in 2005, 
and finishing the 2005 
WSC first in class with 
their Soleon racecar. After 
building Schulich 1 in 
2007, U of C was the top- 
ranking Canadian team in 
the ’07 WSC, upsetting Wa¬ 


terloo in the process. 

“We currently have ap¬ 
proximately 35 students 
working on the engineer¬ 
ing team, and about 10 stu¬ 
dents working on the busi¬ 


ness team, all from a vari¬ 
ety of faculties,” says Jeff 
Wiclcenheiser, project co¬ 
chair and engineering 
manager for the University 
of Calgary team.

GT 3 ready for racetrack

From day one, Porsche's 
philosophy has been to 
build sports cars that are 
as equally happy on the 
road as on the racetrack.

The $138,100 2010 

Porsche 911 GT3, which 
tilts heavily toward the 
racing side of the equa¬ 
tion, will be arriving in 
Canada sometime in July, 
It is a significantly upgrad¬ 
ed version of the 2008 997- 
based GT3. 

The GT3’s diy-sump natu¬ 
rally aspirated 3.8L flat-six, 
(which is not related to the 
direct-injection 3.8L in the 
“regular” Carrera S), traces 
its lineage back to the 1996 


DreamCar 


Porsche 911 GT1 racer. 

It makes 435 hp at 7600 
rpm and 317 lb-ft at 6250 
rpm. This is up 20 horses 
and 17 lb-ft over last year’s 
3.6L version of the same 
powerplant. It rips to a 
8500 rpm redline and pow¬ 
ers the rear wheels via a 
six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion with interchangable 
gear ratios. 

The 2010 GT3 acceler¬ 


ates to 100 km/h in 4.1 sec¬ 
onds, 200 km/h in 12.3 sec¬ 
onds and tops out at 312 
km/h (193 mph). 

But numbers don’t tell 
the full story. Twist the key 
and the 3.8L race engine 
barks to life and settles in¬ 
to a busy, guttural idle.

U.S. President Barack 
Obama has declared that 
cars made in the United 
States would have to meet 
a target of an average 35-5 
mpg by 2016, with reduc¬ 
tions starting in 2012. The 
move will reduce 
America's carbon dioxide 
emissions by 30 per cent 
as well as reduce depend¬ 
ence on foreign oil. 

It’s a radical proposition 

— especially given that no 
car manufacturer’s fleet 
comes anywhere near that 
average. Carmakers will 
have to work hard and 
spend money they don’t 
have, to phase out the gas- 
guzzlers in their portfolios 
and introduce energy-sip- 
pers. 

No wonder American au¬ 
tomakers and Bush’s oil- 
barons had been resisting 
cuts for years. It’s going to 
be especially hard for 
those whose most success¬ 
ful cars are SUV and high- 
performance models. 

The other issue is that it 
takes time for the technol¬ 
ogy to get on the road. It 
takes the average car pro¬ 
duced by a major carmaker 
at least four years to go 
from initial design to deal¬ 
ership forecourt, via mar¬ 
keting, engineering, safety 
testing, and factory floor. 

Developing new technol¬ 
ogy is phenomenally ex¬ 
pensive, then creating the 
plants that can produce 
cars with the new technol¬ 
ogy is more expense still. 
This is why manufacturers 
often share platforms like 
the Ford Ka and the Fiat 
500, for example. 

Most carmakers have 
been going eco for the last 
few years, but progress is 
slow. So what’s in the 
pipeline? The current eco¬ 
nomic climate as well as 
our eco expectations will 
shape the next few years 

— most people will be 
looking to buy smaller, 
cheaper-to-fuel cars. Expect 
more electric cars in three 

year’s time;

models. They might have 
smaller, more ecological 
batteries, and the way 
they’re made and the ener¬ 
gy that fuels them might be 
more sustainable too. 


Don’t expect anything 
too radical to come from 
the major players. After all, 
the financial crisis caused 
Fiat CEO Sergio Mar- 
chionne to gloomily pre¬ 


dict that in two years time 
only six global carmakers 
will exist. The innovation 
might well come from 
faster-moving companies 
on the outside.

Buzios beach life 

How a fishing village became 
Brazil's answer to St. Tropez

In the ’ 60 s, the actress 
Brigitte Bardot, the 
biggest diva of the French 
film at the time, came to 
Brazil and was taken on 
holiday by friends to 
Armagao dos Buzios, a 
small fishing village close 
to Rio de Janeiro. 

As soon as she set eyes 
on the almost untouched, 
extraordinarily beautiful 
white sand beaches, she 
fell in love with the place. 

Today, a bronze sculp¬ 
ture on Armagao Beach 
pays homage to the French 
starlet who first drew the 
world’s attention to this 
Brazilian beach resort. 
Ever since, Buzios has be¬ 
come one of the hottest 
tourist destinations in Rio 
de Janeiro State, attracting 
visitors from all over the 
world, many of them 
celebrities including Mick 
Jagger, Cat Stevens and 
Seal. 

Buzios has a population 
of less than 25,000, but 
that number increases by 
around three times during 
weekends and holidays. 
Despite being a hugely 
popular destination, 
Buzios still keeps an at¬ 
mosphere that evokes its 
early days as a simple fish¬ 
ing village. 

It’s known throughout 
Brazil for the beauty of its 
azure sea, the cleanliness 
of its sand and the variety 
of its beaches. It’s a popu¬ 
lar destination for water 
sports fans, but it’s also 
perfect for those who are 
just looking to relax and 
unwind, which is why it’s 
such a favourite with 
celebrities taking a retreat. 

There are plenty of top 


restaurants, fancy spas and 
boutique hotels catering to 
the jet set, but holidaying 
here is not just for the rich 
and famous — the city has 
hotels, inns and hostels for 
all kinds of budgets. 

It also doesn’t matter 
what kind of beach you 
like: You’ll find one that 
suits you well in Buzios. 
The city has more than 20 
of them, each one with a 
different profile. 

Geriba is probably the 
most famous and busiest 
beach in town. Located by 
open sea, it has clear water 
and it’s a good place for 
practising water sports. 
Plenty of small, very cosy 
inns can be found along 
the shoreline. 

Not very far from there, 
Ferradurinha Beach is 
probably one the most 
beautiful spots in the 
whole country. Minuscule, 
it is not as charming as it 
used to be decades ago, 
when it was more difficult 
to access than it is today. 
Still, its landscape alone 
merits a visit. 

If you can’t resist para- 
dise-lilce beaches, then the 
ones on your list should in¬ 
clude Azeda, Azedinha, 
Joao Fernandes, Joao Fer- 
nandinho and Das Focas. 
But bear in mind that 
some of them can’t be 
reached by car, only on 
foot. 

Divers must try Tartaru- 
ga Beach. And those who 
like a challenging, agitated 
sea should look for Praia 
Brava, which means “an¬ 
gry beach” in Portuguese. 

People with little chil¬ 
dren, on the other hand, 
should go to Ferradura 
Beach, with its very calm 
water. In Portuguese, Fer¬ 
radura means “horseshoe,” 


and the beach is so named 
because it looks like one. 

Rua das Pedras: Buzios 1 
trendiest spot 

The city is very busy dur¬ 
ing the day, but it also 
boasts a lively nightlife. 
The heart of Buzios’ night 
time activities is concen¬ 
trated around Rua das Pe¬ 
dras (Stone Street), close to 
Armagao Beach. 

As the name says, the 
street is completely paved 
with stones, giving the 
place a rustic charm. Along 
the street you can find a 
lot of good restaurants, 
bars, and souvenir stores. 
There are also trendy

In a press conference yesterday punctuated with sideswipes at other carriers, Ryanair Chief Executive Michael O'Leary predicted 
the airline's passenger numbers would rise significantly in the current year, despite the downturn in air travel. Reuters 
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Online agencies end airline booking fees 


Fees charged by the four 
U.S. online travel agencies 
to book most flights could 
be a thing of the past as 
the companies, hungry for 
market share, try to make 
their offerings more 
appealing to the traveling 
public. 

Orbitz Worldwide Mon¬ 


day said it has permanent¬ 
ly removed airline ticket 
booking fees on domestic 
and international flights. 
Travelocity said Monday it 
would continue to waive 
flight booking fees. Expe- 
dia Inc said the same 
thing last week. 

The fee waivers at those 


companies began this year 
as promotions. Price¬ 
line.com has not charged 
fees for published price air¬ 
line bookings since 2007. 

While the new fee 
waivers could stimulate 
travel bookings, they also 
threaten to erode revenue 
for the companies, which 


have been suffering as the 
recession takes its toll on 
spending for business and 
leisure trips. 

“To be honest, when 
they say permanent, I 
don’t know how truthful 
that really is,” said Morn- 
ingstar analyst Warren 
Miller. 


“I can’t see them not 
coming back at some 
point. That’s how they 
make money,” he said. 

Miller noted that online 
travel agencies typically 
make about 15 per cent of 
their total bookings value 
in fees. Of the three pub¬ 
licly traded online travel 


agencies — Expedia, Price¬ 
line and Orbitz —only 
Priceline saw bookings 
growth in the first quarter.

Michelangelo's painted ceil¬ 
ing in the Sistine Chapel in 
Rome may be the most laud¬ 
ed in the ceiling world, but 
it's far from the only one 
worth straining your neck to 
see. The editors and 
members of travel website 
VirtualTourist.com have com¬ 
piled a list of the World's Top 
10 Greatest Ceilings, apart 
from the Sistine Chapel: 

I Bellagio Hotel; Las 
Vegas The coloured 
disks that float on the ceiling 
of the Bellagio may look like 
multi-coloured jellyfish, but 
they are in fact thousands of 
hand-blown glass flowers. 
Like the town itself, it has to 
be seen to be believed. 

2 Debre Berhan 
Selassie Church;

It's said that none of 
the 104 winged cherubs that 
dot the ceiling are alike.

zodiac in beautiful sea-green 
and gold hues. There's even a 
little patch that was left dirty 
just to show the difference 
between the “before” and 
"after."

Chiropody is for doctors 
who love a quick hit of 
success. “I’ve seen an eld¬ 
erly lady walking in with 
two canes ending up walk¬ 
ing without a cane. Those 
are the kinds of things 
that will stay with you for¬ 
ever,” says Andrew 
Springer, a chiropodist in 
Oshawa, Ont. 

“Career-wise, it’s a won¬ 
derful opportunity for peo¬ 
ple who like immediate 
gratification because you 
get to impact on their quali¬ 
ty of life,” he explains. “I’ve 
often said to family doctors 


that we’re luckier than they 
are, because so often people 
go in (to family doctors) 
when they’re sick and they 
don’t see them again until 
they’re sick again. We get to 
make them feel better.” 

Springer started out in 
zoology, but both of his par¬ 
ents independently suggest¬ 
ed chiropody to him. “I de¬ 
cided to check it out. I had 
to chose between bugs and 
people, and people it was,” 
the past president of the 
Ontario Society of Chi¬ 
ropodists explains. 

Springer has been work¬ 
ing since 1983 in many hos¬ 
pitals and health-care clin¬ 
ics. Like most chiropodists, 
wound up in private prac¬ 
tice. He says chiropodists 
work hand in hand — or 
foot in foot? — with other 
doctors. 

“We have to understand

about all the body systems 
and how they’re integrated. 
We have to be in a position 
to recognize other condi¬ 
tions so we can refer appro¬ 
priately,” he says.

per cent of time you see an 
improvement in their com¬ 
fort. It really can be a quali¬ 
ty of life issue.” 

Problems of the feet 
sometimes point to bigger 
issues. When Springer 
worked in a general hospi¬ 
tal, he had to rush a patient 
to emergency. “The evi¬ 
dence I saw in front of me 
was that he’d recently had a 


stroke and he didn’t even 
know.” 

The victim had sat down 
in his La-Z-Boy and couldn’t 
get up. He had problems 
walking and went to 
Stringer in the hopes a shoe 
insert would sort things 
out. “They think it’s noth¬ 
ing related to anything big¬ 
ger, ‘My feet just aren’t 
working properly.’” 

To become a chiropodist, 
you need an undergraduate 
degree before studying at a 
health institute that teaches 
chiropody. 

“It prepares people to 
deal with all the diseases, 
disorders and dysfunctions 
of the foot,” says Springer.

Will Ferrell is back with Land of the Lost

Will Ferrell just wants to be 
taken seriously. The comic 
actor, who got his start on 
Saturday Night Live and 
has gone on to become 
one of the biggest comedy 
stars in Hollywood, loves 
making films like this 
week's Land of the Lost, 
don't get him wrong. But 
what he's really looking for 
is another Stranger Than 
Fiction, his critically 
acclaimed 2006 foray into 
more dramatic work. 

“They’re more difficult to 
find for me,” Ferrell says of 
projects like Stranger Than 
Fiction. “I’m still not 
thought of in that way. I’m 


still thought of more as just 
comedy.” And with good 
reason. Ferrell’s penchant 
for playing 

blowhards and 
self-important 
buffoons has 
led to some 
major box of¬ 
fice success¬ 
es. 

And he 
hopes to add 
to that list with 
Land of the Lost, 
based on the popular Sat¬ 
urday morning kids’ show 
by Sid and Marty Kroft. The 
film gives him a chance to 
work with one of his new 
favourite cohorts, Danny 
McBride. And both Ferrell 
and McBride are known for 
their improvisational skills. 


“I shouldn’t say this, but 
there’s really no trick to it,” 
Ferrell says of improv. “You 
just film, and if it 
works great, and if 
it doesn’t you 
don’t use it.” 
Still, though he 
has such a 
strong improv 
background, 
Ferrell doesn’t 
automatically 
turn to it. “I’m the 
first person in sup¬ 
port of doing the scene as 
written. Even though we 
love doing this, I’m always 
in fear that we’re skipping 
past the written scene too 
quickly to get to the im¬ 
prov.” 

For all his hit comedies, 
including Anchorman and 


Talladega Nights, the actor 
has so far eschewed sequels 
or creating franchises, 
something producers and 
studios certainly aren’t 
thrilled about. But Ferrell 
says it’s less about not 
wanting to appear to be 
cashing in and more about 
not repeating himself. 


“There are tons of original 
stories and brand-new char¬ 
acters to try as opposed to 
just automatically doing a 
sequel,” Ferrell says. 

Still, it’s not out of the 
question. “We’ve just start¬ 
ed playing around with the 
idea of Anchorman as a se¬ 
quel,” Ferrell admits. 


“That’s really found a 
foothold in the comedy cult 
world. It would be a lark to 
do that.” 

One character that he did 
recently revisit was George 
W. Bush, an impersonation 
he made famous back on 
SNL. Ferrell recently re¬ 
ceived an Emmy nomina¬ 
tion for his limited-run 
Broadway show lampoon¬ 
ing the former president, 
You’re Welcome America: A 
Final Night with George W. 
Bush. 

“There’s this image that 
I’ve been doing a Bush im¬ 
personation every weekend 
somewhere around the 
country for five years now,” 
Ferrell says, though he 
stopped playing bush when 
he left SNL in 2002. “It was 
a fun thing to revisit and al¬ 
so put to bed at the same 
time.”

Indian-style 
Broiled Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless boneless chicken 
breast halves 
Canola oil for brushing 
Lemon or lime wedges, to 
serve 

Fresh cilantro sprigs 

YOGURT MARINADE 

1 garlic clove, crushed 
1 tbsp (15 ml) minced fresh 
ginger 

11/2 tsp (7 ml) tomato paste 
11/2 tsp (7 ml) garam 
masala or curry powder 
11/2 tsp (7 ml) ground 
coriander 

11/2 tsp (7 ml) ground 
cumin 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
turmeric 

Pinch cayenne pepper, or to 
taste 

7 tbsp (100 ml) plain low-fat 
yogurt 

RAITA 

11/2 cups (375 ml) plain 
low-fat yogurt 
1 cucumber, about 10 oz 
(300 g), quartered and seed¬ 
ed 

1 small tomato, seeded and 
finely chopped 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground corian¬ 
der 

1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground cumin 
Pinch cayenne pepper 
Pinch salt 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high. 
For marinade, put garlic, 
ginger, tomato paste, garam 
masala, cilantro, cumin, 
turmeric, cayenne and yo¬ 
gurt into bowl and whisk. 
Transfer to bowl large 
enough to hold all chicken 
pieces. 

2. Score two slits on each 
side of chicken breasts. 
Place in marinade, turning 
to coat and rubbing 



marinade into slits (If you 
have time, leave chicken to 
marinate in refrigerator 
overnight). 

3. Brush broiler rack with 
oil, then place chicken 
pieces on top. Broil, turning 
and basting with remaining 
marinade, until chicken is 
tender, juices run clear 
when chicken is pierced 
with knife, and marinade 
looks lightly charred, 12 to 
15 minutes. 

4. Meanwhile, make raita. 
Place yogurt in bowl. 
Coarsely grate cucumber, 
then squeeze to remove as 
much moisture as possible. 
Stir cucumber, tomato, 
ground coriander, cumin, 
cayenne, and salt into 
yogurt. Spoon raita into 
serving bowl. 

5. Transfer chicken pieces 
to serving plate. Add lemon 
or lime wedges and garnish 
with cilantro sprigs. Serve 
with raita on side.
